Have both sides had an opportunity to 
review this and are there any objections? 
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MR . COOMBS : The Defense has reviewed it . 
No objections, Your Honor. 

MR. FEIN: Same with the United States, 

Your Honor . 

THE COURT: All right. It will be marked 
as the next Appellate exhibit in line . 

All right. Members of the gallery, I will 
now announce the sentence . I ask that you maintain 
decorum as you have throughout these proceedings . If 
there is any outburst or disturbing conduct, I will 
stop and, if I find there has been a disturbance, I 
will order the disturbing party to be escorted out of 
the courtroom by security . 

First of all, is there anything we need to 
address before we adjourn the court other than 
sentence? 

MR. FEIN: No, ma'am. 
MR . COOMBS : No . 

THE COURT: The accused and counsel, please 
rise . (Pause . ) 

PFC Bradley E . Manning, this court 
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sentences you to be reduced to the grade of Private El, 
to forfeit all pay and allowances, to be confined for 
35 years and to be dishonorably discharged from the 
service. Please be seated. 

PFC Manning will be credited with 
1,182 days of pre— trial confinement and 112 days of 
Article 13 credit for a total of 1,2 94 days of sentence 
credit. This court is adjourned. 

THE CLERK: All rise. 

THE COURT : Carry on .
